ATLANTIC CITY, N, J., Jan 21.— 
Alvin Karpis, latest “public enemy 
number one” of the United States, 
blazed his way with spitting ma- 
chinegun fire early Sunday from 
a police trap laid for him in a small 


hotel, 

With Harry Campbell, another 
hunted midwestern gangster, he 
shouted defiance to a police cam- 
mand to surrender, poured rounds 
of bullets in the direction of the 
police, stole a motor-car, made a 
desperate effort to rescue two 
women companions from custody 
and then, with guns still roaring, 
sped away. 

One policeman narrowly escaped 
death when a bullet pierced his 
cap 
“MOLL” WOUNDED 

One of the two women-—Dolores 
Delaney, described as “Karpis’ girl” 

was slightly wounded in the leg. 
The other woman—identified as 
Louise Campbell, wife of Harry-—~ 
was arrested. The woman police 
said was Mrs. Campbell was also 
identified as Winona Burdette of 
Tulsa, Okla. Both women are in 
their early twenties. 

The tip that led to the unguccess-

PRISON BREAK 
LAID T0 DREAM 
OF GRANDEUR 


San Quentin Plot Conceiv- 
ed by Would-be Dillinger, 
Says Acting Warden 


SAN QUENTIN, Calif., Jan. 21— 
The sensational attempt to escape 
by four San Quentin convicts Fri- 
day, using the state prison board 
and two prison guards as hostages, 
was branded today by Acting 
Warden Julian Alco as “a plot con- 
ceived by a cheap bandit with de- 
lusions of grandeur, led by a mad- 
man with a genuine ‘tough guy’ as 
his lieutenant, and carried out by 
two weak and unwilling adherents.” 

1—Clyde Stevens, accused as the 
“master mind” of yesterday's plot, 
was in the San Francisco jail. 

2—lIn the prison morgue lay the 
body of Rudolph Straight, thirty- 
four, leader of the attempt. 
Straight’s followers, Alex McKay. 
Joe Kristy, and Fred Landers, were 
in dungeon cells. Their descrip- 
tions of the plot to prison officials 
implicated Stevens as “the man out- 
side.” 

3—Warden James B. Holohan, 
slugged and brutally beaten as the 
plot unfolded, was in the prison 
hospital on the road to recovery 
from a fractured skull. James C. 
Sykes, president of the prison 
board, and Joseph Stephens, a mem- 
ber of the board, were recuperating 
from bullet wounds received dur- 
ing their wild ride as “hostages.” 


STRAIGHT CALLED MADMAN 

Alco, summing up the results of 
his investigation of the plot, de- 
clared: 

“Straight was the ‘inside’ 
leader—a madman, Joe Kristy, 
his lieutenant, was the only cool 
head in the lot, He is serving a 
term for kidnapping. 

“Their followers, McKay and 
Landers, were half hearted, 
We're certain that Clyde Stevens, 
paroled convict and bank robber, 
engineered the whole thing, He 
saw in himself another Dillinger.” 
Alco scouted an alternate theory 
of the origin of the convict’s guns 
—that the men purchased them for 
$1,000 from a guard.

TRADING CREATES MARKETS 


A Seattle despatch, announcing the importa- 
tion through that port of 60,000 tons of Argen- 
tine corn for stock and poultry food in the 
western States, concludes thus: “These pur- 
chases in Buenos Aires will permit the export- 
ing of more northwest products to South Amer- 
ica.” 

That helps to explain why Argentine corn 
is being used for stock and poultry food in 
States which should afford a market for low 
grade wheat and coarse grains grown in Al- 
berta. Argentina's Government encourages 
trading; Canada’s Government’ discourages it. 
Argentina's trade policy captures markets; 
Canada’s trade policy “blasts” them. 


THE REACTION

But the crime is more hid- 
eous when a thief robs a working man of a few 
dollars he needs to support his family than when 
another robs a bank of a much larger sum 
which does not threaten the solvency of the 
institution nor impose actual hardship on its 
owners. 

Unless robbery under arms becomes less 
common, the prospect is that the lash will have 
to be administered stil more frequently, and 
applied to street hold-up men as well as to those 
who raid banks. Crime in the long run dictates 
its own punishment.

DEFINED AT LAST 

The central executive decided that the U.F.A. 
is to keep clear of the C.C.F. in provincial 
politics. The C.C.F. program will not be used as 
the party platform in the coming elections, and 
U.F.A. candidates are to run under that name, 
not as C.C.F. candidates. They may be C.C.F. 
in Dominion affairs, but not in the provincial 
field. 

Party expediency no doubt dictated the de- 
cision.

The U.F.A. cx a year ago decided to 
affiliate with the C.C.F. The central executive, 
after pondering the matter for a year, now de- 
cides that doesn't mean anything in the provin-

One good purpose is served by the decision, 
would have been served also if the decision had 
been the other way. The public know now what 
kind of a Government we have in Alberta. That 
has been kept a secret during the last year. 
When the convention decided to affiliate, Pre- 
mier Brownlee refrained from saying 
that did or didn’t change the name and nature 
of the Government. Premier Reid has pursued 
the same policy of masterly silence on the sub- 
ject. 

The central executive, perhaps feeling that 
the Government and the public ought to know, 
has settled the matter. It is a U.F.A. Govern- 
ment, not a C.C.F. ministry. The C.C.F. will not 
have to answer for it when election time comes. 
Neither will the Government have to expiain, 
expound and champion the C.C F. program 
Both may feel relieved. Anyway, the decision 
clears the air.

THE LESSON OF WAR 


A committee of the Congress at Wash 
is studying a draft bill to “freeze prices 
event of war” and keep them from going up 

Governments can do that. Nobody questions 
it. They have done it. The Government of 
Canada did it in respect to wheat when the last 
war threatened to shove wheat prices up be- 
yond the level of war-raised wages. 

And why do prices go up in war-time’

Because money is plentiful. There isn't any 
other reason, If it wasn't plentiful they couldn't 
go up, because people could not buy; and prices 


never go up unless there is an effective de- 
mand for the goods even at the higher prices. 
The effective demand governs the price; and, 
within very wide limits, effective demand is 
measured by the amount of money in the 
pockets of consumers. 

When a country has to fight for its life its 


government takes to itself power to issue 
money, and issues it in whatever amount 
needed, without any regard whatever to the 
“gold standard” or other abracadabra of peace- 
time monetary sleight-of-hand artists. And when 
that happens prices and wages move upward, 
everybody is employed, and the country 
prosperous—despite the fact that it is destroy- 
ing in the war-zone thousands of consumers 
of goods and the products of thousands of able- 
bodied men. 

If a plentiful supply of money can send 
prices up in war-time, the same agency can 
keep them from slumping to absolutely ruinous 
levels in peace-time. Canada could not of course 
have entirely escaped the reaction from the gen- 
eral world slump of four or five years ago. But 
it could have tempered the impact, to the point 
of preventing homes going into tax sales on a 
nation-wide scale, prime securities being thrown 
on the market at a tenth of their fair value, and 
hundreds of thousands of men being driven 
by unemployment into bread lines and relief 
camps. 

These things would not have happened if 
Canada’s present Government had met the de- 
pression as a former Government met the war— 
by issuing money, and paying it out as wages to 
men engaged in doing work of national import- 
ance. 

The depression did not wreck Canada. It 
was wrecked by the blind refusal of our Gov- 
ernment to fight depression with the weapon 
every government calls into action to fight a 
physical enemy of the nation—money.

Our own Mr. Bennett is not the only man 
whose heart burns with longing to see that the 
common man is given the chance to earn an 
honest living and enjoy the comforts of life. 
Representative John S. McGroarty, Democratic 
representative from Calitornia is introducing in 
the U.S. Congress this week a bill to empody 
the “Townsend old age pension plan.” It is a 
plan based on a foundation somewhat like the 
Douglas Social Credit plan, whereby a monthly 
issuance of credit will be made to beneficiaries 
with the understanding that they spend it with- 
in the month or forfeit it. 

Where the Douglas plan proposes to aug- 
ment incomes with issues of dividends to all 
and sundry, the plan conceived by Dr. F. E. 
Townsend of Long Beach, California, is an old 
age pension plan. Any citizen over 60 years of 
age who is free from a criminal record—that 
knocks Mr. C. E. Campbeil and myself out— 
is to receive $200 a month. The conditions are 
that the recipient is not to engage in any gain- 
ful occupation and shall spend the whole of the 
money in United States within 30 days of re- 
ceiving it. Except for the clause that would 
bar out any unfortunate journalist who had 
been illegally convicted for contempt of court 
in a State whose appellate court had no power 
to quash the illegality, the conditions meet with 
my entire approval. 

Twenty million signatories have signed the 
petitions in support oi the bill 

There are approximately ten million people 
in United States over the age of 60. That would 
call for 24 billions of dollars each year to meet 
the pensions. It is proposed to raise the money 
by imposing a 2 per cent sales tax. On last year’s 
business turnover in U.S. $20,000,000,000 could 
have been raised by a 2 per cent sales tax, With 
all that flood of money in circulation to speed 
up and increase the consumption of goods and 
services, the inventor thinks the whole of the 
$24,000,000,000 could be raised by sales tax. Mc- 
Groarty says he has 318 votes lined up to force 
the bill out of committee and onto the floor 
of the House. 

Between all the passionate reformers of 
today, Huey Long, Father Coughlin and Dr. 
Townsend in United States and “Gerry” Mc- 
Geer and R. B. Bennett in Canada, surely some- 
thing good is bound to emerge to lighten the 
burden of life on this North American continent. 


William Randolph Hearst, wealthy American 
publisher who has a marvellous estate in Cali- 
fornia with kangaroos,, elephants, ladies, his 
own private railroad, picture palace, museum, 
etc., and who got the fright of his life when 
Upton Sinclair-nearly got the Governorship, is 
not an idle man while all these monetary re- 
formers and radicals are at work. 

The Hearst papers, on instructions from 
their owner, have been making a drive against 
university professors who are suspected of rad- 
ical leanings. There’s nothing so dangerous to 
plutocracy as thought. The marvel is that he 
let the university professors alone for so long. 

The method employed by the various papers 
was to have reporters write in the guise of 
students to professors, enquiring for courses in 
economies. They would call and explain that 
they were interested in “the Russian experi- 
ment” and wanted a good grounding in radical 
economics. They would try and lure the in- 
nocent pedagogue on to say things. If they didn’t 
say them, they appeared anyway. The spirit of 
the man who sent a correspondent to Mexico 
with the instructions, “You supply the facts; 
we'll supply the war,” still pervades the Hearst 
press. 

Two professors, Coutts and Kilpatrick of 
Columbia profited by the fate of others. When 
the disguised reporters arrived, there were 
stenographers present to take down verbatirn 
reports of the interviews. The reporters ad- 
mitted the deception. Said one: 

“Mr, Hearst is engaged at present in 
conducting a red scare, You realize of 
course, that because of my assignment, I 
will have to select the most sensational 
statements from the interview in order to 
make out a good case. This is what Mr, 
Hearst is expecting.” 

The other made a clean breast, saying 

“I am in the peculiar position of talking 
with you as a Red-baiter. Personally I am 
not in sympathy with that sort of thing, in 
fact quite the opposite, but Mr. Hearst 
wants material along this line.” 

The interviews obtained were never printed, 
but a meeting of college editors was called and 
a statement issued denouncing Hearst's attempt 
to reduce the American universities to the 
ingnominious conditions of German schools and 
universities under Hitler. Strangely enough the 
Hearst campaign followed an unreported inter- 
view between the American press magnate end 
the German “Feuhrer.”

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Rheumatism

It has often been stated by medical author- 
ities that the greatest danger from rheumatism 
in young people lies in the damaged hearts 
which so often remain after the attacks of rheu- 
matic fever clear up. 


Even if there is pertial recovery during 
childhood, there is likely to 
be still more trouble when 
the child grows up to matur- 
ity, both from the rheu- 
matism, or heart troubles, and 
also from other ailments 
which are either produced by 
the rheumatism or from the 
cause which originally creat- 
ed the rheumatic condition. 

The severity of the attack 
of rheumatic fever does not 
indicate how badly the heart 
may be injured. As a matter of fact, attacks of 
rheumatic fever so mild that they are not 
noticed, or are dismissed as “growing pains,” 
may cause considerable heart damage. 

Many doctors have taught that meat eating 
is entirely responsible for rheumatism; others 
that infections, such as tonsilitis were the prin- 
cipal cause. Here is a great secret which is sim- 
ple enough, but it may be a new viewpoint to 
many readers—a great cause of all rheumatic 
disorders will be found in intestinal poisoning. 
This is the one primary cause, and must be con- 
sidered first before the secondary causes, such as 
infections of the nose and throat; also before 
such causes as damp climates and exposure to 
bad weather. Improper eating habits of course 
play their part both in the cause and cure. 

Whatever will produce intestinal poisoning 
will develop the toxic soil in the body for the 
development of rheumatism. Undoubtedly the 
principal causes of intestinal poisoning are pro- 
lapsus of the intestines or weakness of the in- 
testinal muscles which produce constipation. 
The intestines should move two or three times 
daily, or as much as a movement to every meal 
eaten. One full movement daily is never enough 
unless one is living on only one meal daily. 


In some cases even where there are two or 
three intestinal movements daily, there will be 
a large amount of intestinal poisoning because 
the colon is inflamed and irritated because the 
patient has colitis. In this condition the colon 
will reabsorb quantities of toxic material which 
must again pass through the blood before it 
can be eliminated. If in addition to reabsorp- 
tion of intestinal poison, the patient eats the 
wrong kind of food, too much food or bad com- 
binations of food, or if he becomes too tired 
from over-work or develops local infections in 
some part of the body, then the one with a 
tendency to rheumatic diathesis develops some 
form of rheumatism.

QUESTION —“Thank You” writes: “For 
about two years I have had a queer feeling in 
my right leg, arm, and side of face, like a 
numbness which constantly grows worse. The 
whole side of the face has a drawing feeling.” 

ANSWER—It is difficult for me to tell you 
by mail what is causing the sensation of numb- 
ness without having had an opportunity to first 
examine you. I suggest that the best plan is 
for you to go to a doctor near you and have 
him examine you to find out what is causing 
the numbness and the drawing sensation. Have 
the blood pressure tested to see if it is too 
high. If you will write to me again, giving 
your name and address, and sending your doc- 
tor’s report, I will then possess sufficient facts 
about your case to give you some advice con- 
cerning treatment. In some cases, symptoms 
such as you mention are due to an irritation 
of the sensory nerves, in other cases they may 
indicate a slowly-developing paralysis, and 
there are also other causes. 

QUESTION—Stella writes: “I am pleased 
with the results from using your diet for acne. 
The red lumps have disappeared, and the face 
is clearer and smooth; however, purplish marks 
remain where the lumps were. Will they grad- 
ually disappear, or is there any treatment I 
could use for them?” ; 

ANSWER—I am pleased to know that you 
have obtained such good results in overcoming 
your acne. The purplish marks are liable to 
remain for some time, until the congestion has 
entirely cleared up. A treatment with hot and 
cold wet applications should be of assistance, 
and, if this does not entirely overcome the trou-° 
ble, these spots should be treated with the 
ultra violet light.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1911 the House 
of Commons was crowded to its 
capacity to hear Hon. W. S. Field- 
ing explain the trade agreement 
with the United States which he 
had negotiated with President 
Taft. The members and the 
people in the galleries listened 
with keen attention to the un- 
ravelling of the story. It was a 
long speech, made longer by the 
reading of the schedules, most of 
which was done by Hon. William 
Paterson, when Mr. Fielding’s 
voice gave out. It was an his- 
toric occasion, Canada had been 
seeking reciprocity with the Un- 
ited States ever since the abro- 
gation in 1866 of the treaty of 
1854. Conservative ministries had 
tried; the issue had been raised 
at several international confer- 
ences, but without avail until Mr. 
Fielding seized the right moment 
and got his agreement. 

The reaction of the members 
was peculiar, The Conservatives, 
who had from 1878 advocated 
“reciprocity in tariffs,” sat silent, 
while the Liberals cheered. As 
a matter of fact there were that 
afternoon more doubters as to the 
wisdom of the agreement among 
the Liberals than on the opposit- 
ion benches. The members from 
Quebec were by no means en- 
thusiastic, except those from the 
border counties. Like most French 
Canadians they had their doubts 
as to the benefits their people 
would gain and they had their

racial doubt as to the advisability 
of doing business with the United 
States. 

When the House adjourned for 
dinner at six o'clock the Conser- 
vatives seemed dazed. They had 
advocated reciprocity for years: 
how could they oppose it? Mr. 
Borden moved the adjournment 
of the debate to allow consider- 
ation, but the impression was 
given that they could hardly op- 
pose reciprocity. But when the 
debate was resumed they had de- 
cided to fight the proposals, and 
the fight was on. 

Parliament was adjourned to 
permit Sir Wilfrid Laurier to go 
to the coronation. While he was 
away the Conservatives organiz- 


ed and when the prime minister 


came back they put up such 
sturdy opposition that parliament 
was dissolved, They had perfect- 
ed an organization equalled only 
by that of the party in 1930. The 
result was the defeat of the Lib- 
erals and the rejection of recipro- 
city. x 

But it must never be forgotten 
that the issue in Quebec was not 
reciprocity but their opposition 
to the Laurier naval policy. The 
alliance of the Conservatives 
with the Nationaiists brought its 
harvest, but it had to be paid for 
and Mr. Borden had to take into 
his cabinet men who had abused 
Britain day by day in Quebec 
parishes and “put holes in the 
union jack” to defeat Laurier.

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No Lifting Of The Load 


By R. T, ELLIOTT, K.C. 


The most serious and the fairest criticism which must be 
brought against the reform proposals now being broadcast from 
Ottawa is that there is no suggestion to lift any of the load from 
the farm owner, the home owner, and the taxpayer. 


There are many desirable social reforms, which ought to 
come, and which may be dangled as voter bait at a general 
election; but the Dominion of Canada is faced with the fact that 
in every department of government—federal, provincial and 
municipal—the policy has been all borrow and no pay off. 


As an illustration of the contrary course, the City of Seattle 
some years ago established its own city light and power plant. 
Up to the end of 1934 the total amount invested was slightly over 
$54,000,000; and out of this total a sum of $25,000,000 has already 
been paid off out of earnings. 


Under our Canadian system of all borrow and no pay off, the 
entire amount would be calling for interest and sinking fund 
until by the time of maturity of the first loans we would have 
paid two dollars in respect of each dollar borrowed, and still 
owe the entire principal amount. This would be “refunded” by 
creating a new interest and sinking fund loan on a never get 
paid off basis. 

The only possible efficient method of reform is to face the 
facts and lift the load. Pay off the bondholders in legal tender 
secured at the time of issue by a sinking fund, payable out of 
the source of revenue freed by the payment of the bonds. It will 
be good money of the safest kind. The bondholder is only entitled 
to be paid once; and the taxpayer has a right to pay just once. 
The system of a constantly growing, never can be paid off public 
debt has been proved to be inherently dishonest—and the only 
honest, thing to do is-to pay off in sinking fund secured legal 
tender. This legal tender will be available for investment in 
C.:adian assets, real estate and business enterprises. 


After that put in a pay as you go policy, In the event of any 
public work being decided on, the first principle will be to pay out 
of revenue; to any excess pay in legal tender secured by sinking 
fund on specific revenue not otherwise encumbered. It can be 
done. 


Also it must be done. The load has become too heavy. The 
values of real estate and fixed assets have been destroyed. The 
lifting of the load is the efficient remedy. 


Newspapers quote the mayor of the City of Montreal as advis- 
ing that this immediate payment off of bonds is necessary up to 
the extent of one billion dollars; this would be a partial remedy. 
The necessary remedy is the complete payment and the enacting 
of legislature to prevent further selling of the population into 
slavery by the issuance of bonds never to be paid off. 


Suppose there had been a century of great business volume 
and Canadian institutions of government had kept on borrowing, 
as they most certainly would have done. The day would cer- 
tainly have come when the load would have grown too heavy and 
the system would have crashed. It crashed in Russia, in France 


and in Germany. 


The time to pay-off in Canada is now when we have the 
revenues out of which sinking fund can be secured for all legal 
tender on a basis of absolute safety; and when we also have the 
resources in the development whereof all issued legal tender can 
be profitably employed. This is the real reform.

Alberta are ready to see that others 
get fair play too. So, taking up the 
cudgels on behalf of men, the 
U.F.W.A. convention at the closing 
session Friday afternoon in Central 
United church voted to give men 
equal right with women. 


“Whereas there exists a law in 
Alberta protecting the rights of the 
wife in the homestead and whereas 
there is no similar protection for 
the rights of the husband and 
whereas the U.F.W.A. stands for 
equality, therefore the convention 
resolves to ask the attorney gen- 
eral's department to draft a_ bill 
concerning this matter.” The reso- 
lution reads. 

But while the convention was 
quite ready to give the men some 
rights they voted against a second 
resolution asking that since the 
husband is responsible for the torts 
(“damages”) of his wife, and 
whereas this appears to .be an in- 
equality in the law, the attorney 
general's department be asked to 
draft a bill on the matter. 

Resolutions loomed large in the 
business of the convention's final 
day. Discussion of certain ques- 
tions, notably the raising of fees in

SAARBRUECKEN, Saar Basin | 
Territory, Jan. 21.—A virtual Nazi 
“revolution” in the Saar, effecting 
changes similar in many respects 
to the January, 1933, upheaval in 
Germany proper, last night saw the 
basin’s League of Nations govern-| 
ment almost completely effaced 

So completely were Adolf Hit- 
ler’s adherents in the saddle, this 
seventh day after the smashing 
Nazi victory in the Saar plebiscite, 
that Socialists were frankly aclvis- 
ing anti-Nazis to get out of the ter- 
ritory “until things blow over.” 

Actual violence was conspicuous 
by its absence. 

“Every report of attacks I have 
investigated,” a plebiscite official 
said, “has proved false.” 

Three thousand anti-Nazis, how- 
ever, already have fled and the trek 
has “just begun,” said their leader 
as Hitler forces seized governing 
machinery. 

Nearly complete blackshirt uni- 
forms are appearing on the streets 
despite the fact the governing com- | 
mission has not yet lifted its pro- 
hibition on uniforms. Groups of 
storm troopers and well disciplin- 
ed boys walk the streets singing 
Spiritedly: “New Germany.”

}us eat now, for tomorrow we may 
starve, having lost our cattle.” | 

After talking to the folk about! 
their horses ani cattle I walked on 
} until it grew darker and a red glow 
|formed above the white horizon. 
| Two men were standing on the rail- | 
way track. 

“Do not go further,” said one of 
them, a tall, well-built young man, 
as he politely stopped me. “There) 
are bandits about who will steal) 
all you have. Come and stay with} 
us.” | 

They took me to a hut and there 
I noticed crawling on a bed a child 
with a stomach which was swollen. 

The eyes of the child were 
| strange, for there seemed to be a 
glassy film-like substance in them. 

I asked the woman what was the 
matter and she replied with one 
word: “Golod,” which means 
| “FAMINE.” } 
| Yes, famine was raging in that 
village as it was throughout that 
| district. 

“Famine!” said the old man who 
assembled to talk to me in the bare 
}hut. “It's famine. Worse even than 
jin 1921. 
| “You ask how many people have 
died? We cannot tell We have not 
ounted them, but perhaps one in 
every ten. | 

“And death is cn the way to this 
village for many of us, because it 
is some .nonths before the next 
harvest.” 

I turned to the old farmers and 
said: “Why has this scourge come 
upon you?” 

One of them stroked his beard 
}and scratched his head and replied: 


“It is because the Commanists 
have cursed God. They have 
tried to banish God from our | 
midst and the punishment has 
come in the ferm of death.

@ppeals already withdrawn, the 
court of revision on assessment ap- 
peals opened in the council cham- 
ber, Civic block, Monday morning, 
With Mayor J. A. Clarke and Com- 
missioner David Mitchell presiding. 

Withdrawal of a number of the 
Appeals follows the action of Mayor 
Clarke, who at a special meeting of 
appellants last Friday urged that 
property-holders co-operate with 
the city by cancelling their appeals. 
It is expected that other large pro- 
perty-holders will take the same 
steps, 


TOTAL OF 909 APPEALS 

A total of 909 appeals were filed 
this year, as compared to 1,500 last 
year. 

Twenty cases were heard by the 
court Monday morning, and in 19 
of these present assessments were 
confirmed, Isabella Johnston, owner 
of a part of a lot in the Hudson's 
Bay Reserve, received a reduction 
from $200 to $150 on the land assess- 
ment. 

One of the larger appellants 
heard Monday afternoon was the 
Dominion Bridge Co., Ltd., which 
sought a reduction in the assessment 
of $16,660 placed on the company’s 
land, The assessment was not cut, 
however. R. M. Dingwall appeared 
for the firm. 

L. Hyndman protested assess- 
ments on land held by the Settlers 
Land Co., Ltd. located near the 
northeastern limits of the city, a 
parcel of 24.65 acres is assessed at 
$3,465 while another. comprising 61 
acres, is assessed at $6,100. Another 
smaller parcel was valued at $150. 
The court refured to reduce these 
figures, 

ASSESSMENTS CONFIRMED 


Mr. Hyndman also appeared for 
Harold H. Rose and Tllis N. Cun- 
liffe on lots valued at $6,000 and 
$10,000 respectively, and located 
near the C. N. R. station. Assess- 
ments were confirmed. 

An appellant protesting an assess- 
ment of $60 on a lot in the Delton 
subdivision caused a laugh in court 
when he said: “I don't object to the 
assessment, but the taxes are too 
high.” It was explained to him 
that taxes were based on the assess- 
ment. 

Many property-holders who filed 
appeals failed to appear at Monday 
morning's hearings, despite the fact 
that they had been given notice 
that their cases would be heard at 
this time, Assessments were con- 
firmed in these cases, 

The hearings continued at 2 p.m. 
Monday.

Allege Abuses of of F; ive-cent| 
Rebate on Gasoline Tax) 
to Farmers—Many Re-| 
gulations Desired For 
Highways. 


Protesting against the one-cent 
extra gasoline tax, the United Com- 
mercial Travellers’ Edmonton 
Council No. 447 met Saturday night 
and decided to get in touch with all 
other U. C. T. councils in Alberta 
to join in urging upon the govern- 
ment its removal. 

It was stated at the meeting that 
the small reduction in the license 
fee would not compensate commer- 
cial men, who number about 3,000. 
The majority of salesmen on coun- 
try territory drive from 20,000 to 
30,000 miles each year and an extra 
cent would increase their expenses 
considerably. 


LODGE PROTESTS 

The Edmonton council intends to 
get every man who is affected by 
this increase to lodge protests with 
the government, placing themselves 
in a strong enough position to back 
up the Alberta Motor Association, 

Among other matters under dis- 
cussion it was brought out that 
only city police enforce purchase 
of license plates. Farmers drive 
without the new license until it 
can be purchased on the half-year 
term basis, except where they drive 
into the cities. 

The travellers state there were 
abuses of the five-cent rebate 
gasoline tax to farmers many of 
whom buy gasoline by the drum on/ 
that hasis and use if for their own 
and neighbors’ pleasure cars. 


ASK REGULATIONS 

The council went on record as 
desiring the following regulations. 

1—Highway patrol, police to be 
on all highways out of cities to 
check offenders against present 
laws, 

2.—All school busses to be paint- 
ed in national colors, for the safety 
of the children, 

3.—Ending of the nuisance and 
danger of hitch-hikers, for the 
safety. of the man on the road. 

4.—Adequate lighting on disabled 
or parked trucks, cars and horse-} 
drawn vehicles.

VANCOUVER, Jan; 21.—Bri- 
tish Columbia navigation last 
night felt the icy hand of winter 
as Canadian Pacific steamship of- 
ficlals announced cancellation of 
scheduled coastal service for one 
day at least. Service was tied up 


as far north as Prince Rupert, 
B.C. 

While blizzards still swept the 
northern — interior, temperatures 


which dropped to the lowest point 
in more than 25 years, rose along 
the coast to be succeeded by a 
driving snowstorm that made navi- 
gation dangerous. Storm warnings 
were broadcast along the mainland 
coast and the coast of 
Island.

Marine men 
said it was the worst weather they 
had seen in more than 40 years. 

Three ships were tied up, The 
S.S. Princers Alice, due to sail for 
Seattle from Victoria, was held 
over until the weather ebated 
Similar conditions prevailed at 
Nanaimo where Sunday scheduled 
sailing for Vancouver of the SS 
Princess Elaine wes cancelled.
